They keep the cars 
moving rapidly, and in a way are a 
protection to life and limb. There is, 
however, no reason why they should 
be allowed to constitute a disfigure- 
ment to our streets. The one at First 
and Spring is certainly not handsome, 
to say the least. Unless attention is 
called to the necessity for preserving 
the appearance of our streets, and 
protecting the city against a repetition 
of that disfigurement, the five new 
switch houses will probably be mod- 
eled after the one already in exis- 
tence. 
One of the Councilmen called atten- 
tion to the ugly appearance of the 
First and Spring street switch house, 
and another Councilman suggested 
that the Municipal Art Commission 
be called upon to pass on the designs. 
The only answer to this suggestion 
was a hearty laugh upon the part of 
members of the Council, as though it 
were a good joke that such a matter 
should be given any consideration at 
all. The time is coming when the 
members of our municipal body will 
discover that the matter of the city’s 
appearance ig not a joke but a sert- 
ous issue, and one that sooner or later 
may cut some figure in municipal pol- 
itics.

Made Gold Out of Silver. 

In the presence of several hundred 
scientists, capitalists, bankers and 
others interested, R. M. Hunter yester- 
day afternoon, in the Odd Fellows’ 
Temple, for the first time, gave demon- 
strations of his method of converting 
ver into goid. Mr. Hunter prefaced 
hie work by saying that ail these who 
expected bim to shovel silver into his 
machine and have it come out of the 
other end molten god would be disap- 
pointed. He did, however, take thin 
strips of silver treated by his process, 
and, after having proved by acid that 
it was silver, he put it in a glass con- 
taining nitric acid and the solution 
proved it gold. The inventor, of course, 
secretes the process by which he per- 
forms the work. 

Mr. Hunter's premises are that all 
metals in the abstract are the same. On 
this basis he reconverts silver into the 
primitive state of utoms and ecules, 
after which the gold-making is done. It.

chemical, eleetrical processes, makes of 
these. atoms and molecules al) of the 


baser and finer metais. Having discov- 
ered the p es by which nature makes 
gold, he says lie resorts to the same 


methods scientifically and makes the 
substance and converts it into gold.

Strike. 


From. present indications there will 
soon be another depleted union treas- 
ury. The journeyman tailors’ organiza- 
tion is now engaged in lessening the 
number of their craftsmen in Los An- 
geles in order to make possible a suc- 
cessful strike.

Like the French Ambassador in 
Berlin in 1870, he had been a peace 
man. Whether or not he, too, had in- 
formed his country of the enemy's pre- 
paredness, and been scoffed at for his 
pains by his over-confident superiors, 
history may not yet relate. Weeks 
ago, when reports came from Port 
Arthur that Admiral Alexieff was con- 
vinced that there would be no war, 
people here wondered how. he could

The region, covered 
by this volume is Central Burope, by 
which is to be understood the German 
Empire, Switzerland, Belgium and Hol- 
land, the Austrian empire, including 
its dependencies, together with 
Bulgaria, Servia and Mon- 

tenegro. Prof. Partsch, the author, is 
professor of geography in the Univer- 
sity of Breslau. His work was writ- 
ten originally in German and trans- 
lated into English by Miss Clementina 
Black, It was found too long, for 
English students seem impatient of the 
German length ot books, or rather the 
publishers, not being willing to put 
forth books in the simple compact form 
which has so long been customary in 
Germany and insisting on making a 
bulky book with waste of room and 
paper, have been unwilling to publish 
books of sufficient length of the de- 
tailed exposition which a subject de- 
mands. However that may be, the 
work was cut down by a Mr. E. A. 
Reeves. In the revised form it was 
submitted to the author, who approved 
the statements in the new text. In this 
way it mav be said to be his book. But 
it is certainly not his book in the form 
in which he would have it. And we 
are glad to see that there will be a 
German edition of the book which will 
of course be the form in which anyone 
really interested in the matter will pre- 
fer to read the work. We think that 
the “Alteration of the work to meet. 
the requirements of the Anglo-Saxon 
readers“ an isult to the public for 
which the book was intended. It is 
sufficient to say that Prof. Partsch has 
prepared an excellent volume which 
will be a great help to the student 
of geography as a real science. The 
reader of the present abridged work 
will gain something of the method of 
real geography from the book and that

—4 Funk & Wagnalls Company, New, 
Mr. Piner, who is the superintendent 
of the State Institute for the Blind at 
Austin, Tex., has, in this work, turned 
aside from his ministry to those phys- 
toally blind in order to help open the 
eyes of the mind and soul to the truths 
fundamental to all higher culture. 
These truths are not presented by him 
as strikingly novel or original. On 
the contrary, he has printed in red, on 
the margin of his pages, quotations 
from noted writers, ancient and mod- 
ern, that suggest and enforce these 
truths in telling phrases. Their import 
is summed up in the author's preface: 
“Visible appearance is but outward ac- 
tualization of inner fe.“ The author 
makes a thorough and consistent ap- 
plication of this pregnant truth to 
personal habits of thought and action. 
Mr. Piner is a teacher as well as a 
philosopher—one who unfolds and en- 
forces ancient truth rather than the 
founder of any sensational system of 
“new thought.” His role is interpreter 
of the House Beautiful to those pil- 
grims whose faces are set toward the 
Celestial City, and who have entered 
into the path of self-descipline that, 
though long and arduous, is the only 
one that can be trusted to lead them 
thither. He writes: “Your body is the 
dram@tization of your soul. It holds the 
tragedies and the comedies of life. 
An evil spirit chooses ugly external 
forms. A beautiful spirit seeks always 
and only to illumine the organism it 
inhabits.

BIRDS OF CALIFORNIA. By Irene Groeve- 
nor Wheelock. A. C. Melburg 4 Co., Chi- 
cago. 


California has a climate which makes 


the year through; and so pleasurable 
as well as profitable is the study, more. 
over, that manuals and text-books de- 
voted particularly to this State are 
especially desirable. Of such books we 
already possess in the province of 
ornithology several, in addition to 
Mrs. Bailey's admirable “Birds of the 
Western United States,“ chief among 
them being Mr. Grinnell’s “Check-list 
of California Birds” and Loomis's 
“Water Birds of California,” but Mrs. 
Wheelock’s new manual has some spe- 
cial and original features which make 
it a valuable addition to the list. The 
book is the result of nearly ten years 
of observation and study, and its char- 
acter attests the care with which the 
work was done. 

Foremost among the commendable 
features is the mode of classification. 
The bird life of the State is first di- 
vided into sones—the Boreal, the Tran- 
sition, the Upper Sonoran, and the 
Lower Sonoran, which are indicated on 
an initial map. The classification by 
arrangement of the book carries one 
from “Birds of the O Sea” in logical 
sequence through “Birds Found Near 
Shore or in Bays” and “Birds Found 
Along the Beaches” to “Birds Found in 
Bayous and Marshes.” Then come the 


land Game Birds“ and “Birds of Prey“ 
and after these groups, arranged ac- 
cording to color— Birds with Brown 
Predominating,” “Birds with Dusky 
Slate-colored Plumage,” 
th umage Conspicuously 
Black and White,” “Birds with Plum- 
age Black or Iridescent Black,” “Birds 
with Plumage Green, Greenish Gray 
and Olive,” “Birds with Red Conspicu- 
ous in Plumage,” “Birds with Metallic

Mrs. Wheelock’s de- 
scriptions are, furthermore, of the mod- 
ern sort, which add to the dry bones 
of technicalities facts that make living 
and interesting i@iividualities of ani- 
mals desirable, and this characteristic 
is likely to. render her book a popular 
one. 

Some original investigations regard- 
ing regurgitation of food in feeding of 
the young on the part of particular 
species are also worthy of especial 
note. It is Mra. Wheelock’s observa- 
tion that the young of all macrochires, 
woodpeckers, perching birds, cuckoos, 
kingfishers, most birds of prey and 
many sea birds are fed by regurgitation 
from the time of hatching through a 
period varying in extent from three 
days to four weeks, according to the 
species. Furthermore, that birds eat- 
ing animal flesh or large insects give 
fresh (unregurgitated) food to their 
young at a correspondingly earlier 
stage of development than do those 
varieties which subsist on small insects 
or seeds. Also, that exclusive seed 
eaters are usually fed by regurgitation 
so long as they remain in the nest.“ 
The book gives special attention to the 
nesting period. 3 

Some three hundred varieties are 
covered by Mrs. Wheelock's descrip- 
tions, and a supplementary list, com- 
piled from the works of other ob- 
servers, gives all other “species and 
sub-species which occur, even acci- 
dentally, in California.” The manual 
has a good index and covers, in all, a 
little less than six hundred pages.
